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does not condition the receipt of this funding on the re-
sumption of in-person instruction at the recipient schools.

(b) WAIVER AND APPEAL.—Subsection (a) may be
waived or suspended in the Senate only by an affirmative
vote of three-fifths of the Members, duly chosen and
sworn. An affirmative vote of three-fifths of the Members
of the Senate, duly chosen and sworn, shall be required
to sustain an appeal of the ruling of the Chair on a point

of order raised under subsection (a).
